Feb 1976 AT UEE he's senior as Dept Ext Comm Aide. 

March 1976 LRH left. Unit became Ext Comm unit. He was now head 
to the unit and Tanja was thejunior. 

May 25, 1976 Gerry went to LA Tanja was then on Flag GO.Ext 
Comm and CMO Comm Unit. 

July 1976 Gerry went to RPF . 

Boson Dec. 1976 Tanja to RPF summer 77 Tanja's escape 

Gerry Armstrong was interviewed on 13/5/81 in regards to 
Tanja Burden, her affidavit cf Jan 25 1980 and her complaint of 
April 25, 1980. 

Gerry said that he was on board the Apollo prior to Tanja's 
arrival this was in mid Feb 1974. He didn't notice much as there 
were 400 people on board the vessel. Tanja cleaned his room around 
12/74 shew seemed pretty happy. 

His first post contact with Tanja was in UEC LRH's personal 

staff went there to help handle the needs of LRH MSH 12,6,75-6/19-6 

All the other people from the ship wentto Ft Harrison. Gerry 

arrived a few days earlier that the rest of UCE, as he helped set 

up the telex system along with Pat and Trudy Broker. UCE was in 

Dunedin Florida at King Arthurs court, a Condy. Gerry said 

that he was Tanja's senior, his post being Deputy External 

Comm Aide, Gerry said iff March of 197£ he was-put'a so head of the 

EXT Comm unit* LRH and MSH had left the end of 3/76 because of 

possibiligy of his being subpeoned. As attacks had begun in Clearwater 

The external comm unit per Gerry, handled comm to LRH & MSH 

and also from them. This comm was all -ogged and unlogged and 

the comm consisted of mail, depatches and telexes. This mail was 

opened, but not read by himself and te doubts that Tanja read 

andy of it due to the volume. He ays that Tanja's post cycles 

consisted of logging and unlogging comm, coding, decoding 

transmitting and receiving telexes. Gerry said that where 

LRH and MSH were in the Dunedin location all Comm to LRH and 

MSH went through the unit. When LRH and MSH left 3/76 comm from 

USGO didn't go throught theunit. LRH humoured Tanja cause she 

was so spinny he treated her like a little kid. During 

logging she could have been alone. Really doubts if she knew about 

Operation Freakout and Snowwhite. She could have seen Fred Hare's 

traffic, he was Controller's assistant for snowwhite, doesn't 

thinkthat Tanja would have actual Scientology documents on this. 

6/76 Gerry went to the West Coast, Los Angeles, to set up a unit 
called ASTRA, UCE moved to FT Harrison. 

When Gerry returned to Clearwater July 1976 Gerry was put on the 
RPF. His next contact with Tanja was in the summer of 1977 when 
Tanja was assigned to the RPF. (Gerry was the Bosun there at the 
time.) Tanja came onton the RPF in August or Sept 1977 and Gerry 
remembers sometimes she would' cry, flippijg in and out 6fi crying 
and not crying, she’ would seeminglyl cry' for*, mo reason. The meals 
on the RPF were OK they had roastbeef chicken, steak, Jerry left 
for 2 weeks on Dec. 1, 1977 then was sent to pick up Tanja in 
Las Vegas 

In UCE Tatfja would sometimes talk about Cooper Rounds, the 
girls seemed pretty interested in him. 3/4/76 Tanja got a 
reply back from a letter she sent to LRH. Chuck saw this letter 
during the course of his post. LRH called Tanja my horsie or 
something like that. She wouldwrite LRH notes, the nessengers 
corresponded with LRH. (this could be found in SOI traffic, or 
crew daily reports LRH treated her as a kid. Tanja post included. 










At first she worked in the LRH Comm Unit and then another unit 
FLAG (GOFEC) buty not for MSH as she was not in Clearwater (when 
LRH AND MSH hand been in Florida, all G.O. traffic went 
through the unit Tanja was workingin.) 


Gerry said that as a junior, Tanja made many errors which he 
had to cover up, he said she was a scatter brain, had a short 
attention span, and seemed to burst into tears for no reason. Gerry 
said that ho and his wife for a short time served as Tanja's 
"Guardians" and that the RUSH'S (Charlie and Annie) were also at , 
a time her "Guardians" He said there may be a file somewhere 
which shows permission from her mother for this Guardian set 
up. Gerry said Terri Gamboa (Armstrong) would know more about 
this. 

Concerning page 10 of Tanja's affidavit, Jerry said he ran the 
RPF from Dec 1976 to Dec 1977. He said there were always three 
square meals a day and that while Tanja was there she would 
never have to work over 8 hours and she would have had at least 
7Jjhours of sleep from lights off to light on. He said as 
Boson of the RPF he never observed anyone chained, he said he 
observed about 5,000hours of auditing and maybe heard one 
scream and saw very little crying and that no one was ever 
forced to undergo audtiting. He said flipping between being very 
happy and sporadically crying. He said he talked to her one time 
and she never complained to him about the RPF. 

About Page 10 of the Affidavit, the "Two Agent Sequence", x 
Gerry said he and his wife drove to Las Vegas from LA on Dec 10, 1977 
He said they went to Tanja'‘s homeandmet her an db her mother g 
Gerry said that 'in his conversation he'stressed that he only wanted 
Tanja to route out legally, "a responsibility she had and v 

that she should'do it" Gerry, said that Tanja flipped bacjc and fourth 
On comming .back-saying,f ."yes' I'know I shouldgo'back,'but I just 
don't want to" Gerry said that Tonja’s mom left it vp to Tanja. 
to decide. Gerry said Tanja’agreed to go back. Gerry said they 
then went to talk to Tanja's dad and explained it to ,hom:that 
it was the^ Ethical thing to do and that no one* wouldthaldCher ; against 
her will'.'.hTanja. 1 ‘‘s.;!father^per Cferry left it up to Tanja*'to decide. 
Gerry said jTanja agreed to ‘go aid .tht there was .no ploy about 
V.get^ some ^coffee" or kidnapping her.^He said she went freely'and 
sat in the back seat ofthe'station wagon. Gerry said'they drove 
back to !l LA"and' : he got her 'a private room in the complex 
where she was free to roam and come and go as she wanted. In the 
car, to LA Tanja seemed cheerful. Ferry said he and his wife 1 ate 
measl with, and he^lined i'up via’‘theVPAC RPF a .'sec check. He* 'J „ 
says her trip • to'Las Vegas, for^a 'reunion was planned and* 

•agreed upon before ever’*leaving < *Las' 1 ,Vegas to LA. Gerry said 'he 1 
saw Tanja before her trip to Las Vegas. \ 

Gerry said that between Feb and April 1976 he was Tanja's 
senior and he never saw anything labled operation freakout. He 
said it would be extremly unlikely for Tanja to have seen such. 

He says if such traffic did come in it owuld have been routed to 
MSH and LRH.

Gerry said tanja's room in the complex wasn't locked she wasn't 
restrained she xould come andgo as she please, she stayed for 
several days.
